THE PRESIDENT—This variety is extremely pop- 
ular. Double flowering rich red clusters seven to 
ten inches in diameter, eight to ten inches long. 
Heavy green foilage. Dwarf, two and one-half te 
three and one-half feet high. 


NEW PINK GEM—This new variety is a wonder- 
tui pink Canna. Deep pink flowers. Clusters meas- 
ure tour to tive inches in diameter. The strong 
stalks carry the beautiful flowers well ahead of the 
attractive dark green foilage. Medium height, 
three and one-halt to four feet. 


RED KING HUMBERT—A remarkable Canna, a 
favorite for years. Large scarlet red flowers six 
to seven inches in diameter. Bronze  foilage. 
Broad tropical leaves. Three and one-half to 
four teet high. 


RED DAZZLER—A beautiful red variety. Large 
orchid flowers, extra deep red, measuring six 
to seven inches in diameter, carried on erect 
purple stems. Foilage is dark green with purplish 
cast. Four to four and one-half feet high. 


YELLOW KING HUMBERT—An old favorite, 
considered one of the best yellow Cannas. Flowers 
are yellow, bloched with red. Petals are large, 
measuring from four to five inches in diameter. 
Foilage is a pleasing light green. Medium height, 
three to four feet. 


RICHARD WALLACE—Fine yellow variety. 
Large canary yellow flowers four to five inches 
in diameter. Green foilage. Medium height, 
three to four feet. 


FLORENCE VAUGHN—Yellow flowers with red 
throats, red spots on center part of petals. 
Cluster measures four inches in diameter. Foilage 
is light green. Three to three and one-half feet 
high. 

KING MIDAS—An old favorite variety. Yellow 
flowers dotted with red. Clusters measure four 
to five inches in diameter. Beautiful heavy dark 
green foilage. Three to three and one-half feet 


high. 
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FIREBIRD—This variety is very attractive. Beauti- 
ful dark red flowers. Clusters are four to five 
inches in diameter. Different to all others. 
Green foilage. Medium height, three to four feet. 


CITY OF PORTLAND—Fine pink flowers that 
hold their color through hot dry periods. Clusters 
measure four to five inches in diameter. Attrac- 
tive deep green foilage.

feet high.

Sphagnum Moss is placed in layers 
between divisions to prevent bruising, as protect- 
ion against cold, and to enable them to reach 
you in tine condition. 


Each box will hold approximately 200 to 350 
No. | divisions. Variety and amount are plainly 
printed on each box. Shipping weight is approx- 
imately 75 to 120 pounds per 1000 divisions. No 
extra charge is made for packing. 


Through our long experience with Cannas, we 
are now able to store and cure Canna divisions 
in such a way that they reach you in a cured out 
condition but are not dried out too much. Our 
bulbs will keep plump and nice for retail trade 
several days.

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FACTS ABOUT CANNAS 


Cannas can be grown side by side year atter 
year and will not cross or mix when grown from 
bulbs or divisions. Growing, harvesting, storage 
and care of Cannas is easy. Plant in any good 
soil five inches deep in early spring in rows or 
beds I8 inches apart. Respond good to any 
plant fertilizer, do best in full sunshine but par- 
tial shade planting is all right. 


In the fall remove tops and dig clumps. Place 
in cellar or damp, cool, freeze-proof building. 
Place upside down, leaving good part of the soil 
on to prevent excessive drying out. Break up 
clumps to 2, 3, or 5 eye divisions just before 
planting.

HOW TO PLANT AND GROW

For a beautiful Canna bed that will bloom continuously the entire 
summer and fall with large four- to eight-inch flowers— 


Cannas do well on normal rainfall, and are a*hardy outdoor plant. 
Place the divisions 4 to 5 inches deep in well prepared soil. Any 
ordinary soil is sufficient to produce beautiful flowers. They re- 
spond to any type of fertilizer. Cannas can be planted with good 
results from early spring to June 1. 


Plant 12 to 18 inches apart each way in beds or rows. Cannas like 
sunshine. Do not plant in total shade.
